Washington, D. C.—OP)—An Amor- 


ican destroyer has been ordered froth 
Bluefields, Nicaragua, to .Ceiba, Hon- 
.duras, to protect. American lives and 
property there.. 


The destroyer was asked for by the 


American consul at Ceiba who last 
week' reported that inmates of the 
penitentiary there had combined with 
revolutionists 
and seized the town, 


temporarily ousting the federal forc- 
es,

While the trouble in Ceiba has sub- 


sided since control reverted to federal 
hands, the uncertainty of the situa- 
tion, in the consul's opinion, made it 
desirable to have an American naval 
craft here to guarantee protection for 
foreigners in the event of revolution' 
ary uprisings in the near future.

If the recall amendment is adopted it

Judge Rosa is a LaFollette Pro- 
gressive in just as good standing as 
Blaine, and'with a far better platform and 
program. Judge Rosa believes the polit- 
ical, social and industrial problems of the 
country can better be solved by coopera- 
tion and reason, than by distrust and 
force. 
He wishes to correct whatever 


abuses there may be by understanding 
and by appeal to men's fairness and hon- 
esty. Mr. Blaine stands as a perpetual ac- 
cuser, arousing men's feeling and cupid- 
ity. His idea seems to be that certain 
classes are natural enemies, and that their 
relations cannot be harmonized. The dis- 
honest and perfidious are confined exclu- 
sively to those who have made a success, 
acquired wealth or have risen from a low- 
er to a higher station. They are bent on 
exploiting all others less fortunate, they 
use unscrupulous methods to better them- 
selves and they are tax dodgers. The fal- 
lacy of this pernicious philosophy is that 
if the human race were afflicted ,with such 
weakness it could never be corrected by 
political measures and reprisals. 
That 


would be the last of all remedies. 


As a matter of fact, the evils of our gov- 


ernment and of society are grossly exag- 
gerated. The 115,000,000 people of the 
United States enjoy greater comforts, 
more luxuries, more prosperity, more 
blessings, more pleasures and opportuni- ' 
ties than any other people ever have at 
any time in the history of the world. 
There is no other nation that can Ap- 
proach it in these respects. In the last 
generation our material progress and the 
"advance of political justice has been tre- 
mendous. Witness the reduction of work- 
ing hours, advances in wages, the wide 
ownership of homes, automobiles, pianos, 
phonographs, radio apparatus and count- 
less other possessions that go to broaden 
and enrich life. The man who says Amer- 
ica is not making extraordinary headway 
toward the personal welfare, prosperity 
and nappiness of its people shuts his eyes 
to mountains of facts. 


Do we not want to continue this devel- 


opment? No lesson could be plainer than 
that the way to do it is to follow up the 
work and education and methods that 
have already wrought so much. Nothing 
is to be gained by tearing down or attack- 
ing the agencies which create wealth, em- 
ployment, opportunity and the means of 
better living.

basis. This is the road to economic and 
social betterment, and not the use of 
strong-arm politics. The politician does 
not exist who can by legislative or exec- 
utive act, much less by soap-box denun- 
ciation, accomplish the tenth part of what 
these intelligent labor leaders are doing. 
The agitators are merely 
misleading 


labor. Judge Rosa believer in social cqual- 


ity and equity, but he also believes men 
can get along together and work out then- 
problems to the common good of all. Air. 
Blaine does not seem to think so. lie pre- 
fers to condemn and denounce ;.he talks of 
tax dodgers aiid Wall Street exploiters. 
He does not advocate the doctrine of co- 
operation and understanding. He does not 
use the language that allays suspicion, ap- 
peals to men's fairness and conscience and 
tends to draw them closer.

Mr. Blaine is a belligerent; he is for 
strife and warfare. 
He is not only for 


making men mad at each other, but for 
keeping them mad. 
He is for putting 


down every evil with the sword. He can- 
not wait for the solution of our problems 
and differences in a friendly spirit, and in- 
a country which has lead all others from 
its beginning in the promotion of social 
and political freedom, equality and ma- 
terial blessings. Men of his type are a sad 
mistake in political life. They accomplish 
nothing constructive. They merely make 
trouble. He should not be elected senator. 


For the governorship, Mr. Zimmerman 


has the call. The only issue Mr. Perry has 
raised against him is the klan and that is 
not an issue. Mr. Zimmerman's platform 
is one to which every fair-minded and pro- 
gressive citizen of Wisconsin can sub- 
scribe. We know of nothing in it over 
which there could be a legitimate contro- 
versy in the administration of state affairs 
and in our state policies. Mr. Zimmerman 
therefore deserves to take the governor- 
ship by default, and-, that is evidently what 
he will do.

The 'claimants, according 
to Mr. 


Rahily, live in various sections of the 
United States and Canada. The ma- 
jorinty are in the Fox River valley. 
They claim to be the direct descen- 
dants of Menominee 
Indians 
who 


chose to leave the reservation. 


The fund consists 
of money re- 


ceived from timber on the reservation 
near Shawano. 
One fifth of this 


money is spent by the secretary of in- 
terior for Indian welfare work and 
four fifths, and interest, is spent for

(b) If a voter wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any party he shall make a cross or other.mark under the party designation printed at the top of the ballot In the 


circle made for that purpose. A ballot so marked and having no other mark will be counted for all the candidates of that party in the column underneath, unless the names of some 
of the candidates of the partv have been .erased or a name shall be written in or across mark be placed In the square at the right of the name or names of candidates In another col- 
nmn. If the voter does not wish to vote'for all the candidates nominated by one party, he shall mark his ballot by making a cross or mark in the square at the right of the name 
of the candidate for whom he intends to vote, or by inserting or writing in the name of the candidate. 


(c) A voter may vote for an entire group of candidates for presidential electors by making a cross (X) or mark in the circle (O) under the party designation at the head of the 


party column, or he may vote for the candidates for presidential electors by making » cross (X) or mark In the square at the right of the name of each candidate for elector for whom 
he wishes to vote If a voter does not wish to vote for any one or more candidates for presidential electors in the group, he may erase .the name of such candidate or candi- 
dates and may write in the space provided for therefor, the names or names of the person or whom he desires to vote, and the cross (X) or mark in the circle (O) at the head of 
the party column shall count as a vote for each of the candidates in such column. If a voter does not wish to vote for any candidates for president or vice president or for any 
presidential electors, whose names appear npon the ballot, he may insert or write in the names of the candidates for president and vice president, and presidential electors to s num- 
ber equal to the number of electors to be elected, In the appropriate spaces in the blank column at the right of the ballot. 


(d) A voter may vote upon a question submitted to a vote of the people by making a cross (X) or mark hi the square at the right of the answer which he intends to give. 
(e) The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the ballot be spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in Its stead, but not more 


than three in all shall be Issued to any one voter. Five minutes' time Is allowed In booth to mark ballot. Unofficial ballots or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his bal- 
lot can be taken Into the booth, and may be used to copy from. The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how It has been marked by the voter.

After It Is marked it should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed Indorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks on the ooside may be seen. 


Then the voter should pass out of the booth or compartment, give his name to the inspector In charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed in the box, and pass out of 
the voting place.

(c) 4 voter who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, or that by reason of physical disability he is unable to mark his ballot, can have assistance of two 


election officers, in marking same, to be chosen by the voter: and If he declares that he Is totally blind, he may be assisted by any person chosen by him from among the legal vot- 
ers of the county. The presiding officer may administer an oath in his discretion, as to such person's disability.
